4 German Shoots a Chair Coolle.. 
Tho detonation of revolver shots, follow- 
ed by the aight of two chair-coolics flying 
incontinontly from an upset chair, from 
which a well-dressed man grasping a amok- 
ing revolver was scen to be extricating 
himsclf, caused gonsiderable oxcitement at 
the Peak yesterday afternoon. ' 
From inquiries “it would seem that 
tho cvolies had good reason to leave thoir 


tfaro in such 8 predicament, and fy 


so speedily out of range and in search of 
assistance. = 

Tt appears that at about 3.30 p.m. Cat 
Vincenez, who resides at tho Peak Hotel, 


and who describos himsolf os a planter, |" 


hired o chair to take him up to tho Flagstaff, 
from-the Peak Hotel. “Ho appeared por- 
fectly eober, and nothing unastial was 
noticed in his demeanour at tho time, 
and after being carried along the road 
stopped out near Bahar Lodgo to enjoy 
the surrounding scenery. About an hour 
was spent in that vicinity and then the 
visitor returned to tho chair and -ro- 
seated himself. Tho unsuspecting coolies 
picked the chair up and commonced 
the return jou’noy to the Hotel, littlo droa- 
ting that their passonger was at that mo- 
ment contomplating the murder of one, if 
not both, of them. The German, after 
boing carried a little distance, suddenly 
drew a revolver from his pocket, and with- 
out speaking, fired two shots point blank at 
the coolio in front. One of the bullets took 
effect in the arm of tho coolie, while the 
other embedded itself in hia right sido near 
the hip. The distance from which the re- 
volyer was discharged was only about a 
yard and a half, and it is lucky that the 
assassin failed to Gnd a vital spot. : 
The two coolics immodiately dropped 
the chaif and uttoring shrieks of alarin, 
cleared off as fast aa they could go, leaving 
the German, with tho still smoking 
revolver in his hand, in tho chair. Tho 
injured man, who was suffering from fright 
ag well as pain, fled to tho Mount Austin 


Police station and gasped out a wild story 


about murder; Inspector Robertson soon 


4 got the particulars from him and despatch- 


ed Sergeant Moore to search for the 
culprit, while he dressed the coolic’s 
wounds, ftom which the blood fowed frecly. 
Tho Sergeant proceedod in the direction of 
the Flagstaff and, meeting the man walking 
down the read, took him in charge, and 
conducted him to the station. Tho re- 
volver was still in his possession, and was 
found to be a nix chambered weapon, of 
which four chambers were etill Ioaded,. 
whilst the other two showed indications of 
having been dischuryed recently. On 
arrival at the sfition the man was formally 
charged and promptly admitted the offence, 

All the chair coolies at the Poak were 
thrown into a state of excitement bordering 
on terror when they found that one of their 
folis bad been shot, and immediately pat 
their chairs away, declaring they too would 
be shot if they carried Europeans. | All 
threats and persuasion to take passengers 
about praved of no. avail until Inspector’ 
Robertsoninterfered and by gentle reasoning 
succeeded in allaying their fears. An 
hour, howover, elapsed before tho Inspector 
could induce them to resume their oc- 
cupation, and during ‘that time residents, 
and visitors were put to great inconvenience, 

This morning the German appeared be- 
fore Mr J. H, Kemp at tho Magistracy and 
was charged with wounding with intent to 
murder, He admitted the offence, and 
whon His Worship asked if he understood 
English, replied in tho aflirmative. 

‘Do you understand the nature of the 
churye ?’ asked the Magistrate. 

“Yes, Ido’, replied Vincenez, 

‘and you plead guilty to wounding with 
intont to murder ?’ 

"Yes, T plead guilty ! 

Accused was remanded for one week. 

Everyone present in Court was surprised 
at the accused's admission, and without 
further questioning the Magistrate remand- 
ed the hearing of the charge for a week, so 
as to allow the coolic time to recover .sufti- 
ciontly to appear in Court... 


Unlawful Possession.

Kemp, st the Magistracy this morning on 
a chargo of having $50.08 in coin and eight 
piecos of marked paper in bia pnssessivn 
suspected to have been stolen. it appeara, 
that accused was first charged with stealing

had $50.08 in his possession, but as his 
brother has repaid. the $50.83, tho case. of 
stealing was withdrawn. A fino of $100 or 
fourteen days’ gaol was imposed.
